The report from Amsterdam putport-' 
ing to give the substance of remarks 
made, at a secret conference called ‘by 
the.

The news helped bring about a sharp 
upward turn in the stock market, which 
had been very heavy on the fear of war 
between this country and Germany, but 
it was-not credited by leading bankers. 
One of the most important national 
bankers said he doubted the authenticity 
of any dispatch which repeated remarks 
supposed to have been made at such 
an important meeting of high Govern: 
ment officials. As to the‘substance of 
the remarks purporting to have been 
made, he said: 

“We are getting no real information 
from. Germany as to the state of the 
country’s finances. We know that the 
war is proving tremendously costly, but 
Germany’s inability to buy very largely 
outside has kept. most of her war in- 
debtedness within her own borders. That 
‘is rot likely to press on the side of 
peace. I am afraid the report is not 
true.”’ 

A well-known private Siskel expressed 
similar views. ._He said: 

“They say that impending — 
never brought a.war to a close, but that 
is only partly true. If Germany owed 
other nations for her war-bills it might 
be necessary to sue for peace to pro- 
tect her credit: She has been so nearly 
self-supporting that her obligations: are 
almost entirely held in Germany.’ I 
don’t think the German creditors are 
likely to insist on payment.’’ 

In others quarters it was held that 
the assertions -supposed to have teen 
made at the Berlin conference might 
well be true, whether they were urged 
as arguments for peacé or not.

WHAT HE SAID TO WILSON 


Had No Connection with Lusitania 
Crisis—White House Takes’ 
the Implication Lightly. 


Special to The New York Times. , 

STROUDSBURG, Penn., Aug. 23.— 
Ex-Congressman A, Mitchell Palmer to- 
day denied that he was the mysterious 
“M. P.”” mentioned in The New -York 
World’s exposé of German propaganda 
in this country as a ‘‘ person of prom- 
inence”’ who communicated to German 
interests State secrets which he ob- 
tained through conversations ~ with 
President Wilson and Secretary of State 
Lansing. Mr. Palmer said: ° 

“The story printed in The World this 
morning which indicates, though it does 
not say, that 1 am the mysterious ‘ M. 
P.’ referred to in somebody's report of 
an alleged convergation with the Presi- 
dent is all-a fairy tale so far as I am 
concerned. I never had any such con- 


‘| versation with the President and never 


reported any such conversation to any- 
body, anywhere, at any time. I.never 
saw ihis Dr. Albert,’ whose private 
Memoranda are presumably being pub- 
lished by The World; and I never heard 
of him until these articlés’ began ap- 
pearing. I never had any communica- 
tion of any kind or character with him. 

“I did see the President on July 22) 
and I talked to him about two things— 
I tendered my. declination of the office 
of Judge of the Court of Claims to 
which the President_-had appointed me 
some time. before. The other matter 
concerning which I spoke to him was at 
the request of Hon, John B. Stanchfield, 
a leading member of the New York Bar 
and a personal friend of mine. He had 
requested me to convey certain informa- 
tion to the President which had come 
into his possession. This had to do 
with the rormation of a steamship line 
by certain prominent: American citizens 
residing: in New York, whom. Mr. 
Stanchfield represented. The line was 
to carry non-contraband to neutral ports 
in Europe.. My conversation with the 
President was with regard to the atti- 
tude of the Government with respect to 
such commerce to neutral ports and had 
nothing whatever to do with the vari- 
ous matters printed in The World. 

“‘ Neither the President nor I said any- 
thing which could be twisted into the 
kind of statement which The World has 

rinted this morning. I reported to Mr.

Bupreme Court Justice Shearn in a de- 
cisfon ‘handed dowh yesterday cast aside 
all the obstructions that have been put 
in the way of the construction ef the 
Times Square section of the Broadway- 
Seventh Avenue Subway, and granted a 


peremptory writ of mandamus directing * 


the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment to “reconvene forthwith” and 
sign the contract with the Holbrook, 
Cabot & Rollins Corporation. 

The mandamus writ carries, with it, 
too, an order that the Board, ‘of Bsti- 
mate prescribe the amount of corporate 
stock needéd to meet the city’s obliga- 
tion in carrying out the contract, and’ 
directs the Controller to issué the stock 
“ without any condition or proviso what~- 
ever.“ The Public Service Commission 
is also directed to do its part.

Calis Delay Inftelerable. 


The decision recites in detail fhe 
trouble that hag imposed “upon thé 
public the intolerable burden of a long 
delay.”” The Justice takes into ¢onsid- 
eration the act of. the Boardof Estimate 
in amending the contract with regard to 
extra work after bids had been opened 
and the Holbrook, Cabot & Rollins Cor- 
poration had been discovered to be the 
lowest bidder. This action of the Estt- 
mate Board was taken on the rfecom- 
mendation of Tilden Adamson, Director 
of the Bureau of Contract Supervision, 
after the Public Service Commission had 
accepted the contract form without al- 
teration and sent. it to the Estimate: 
Board for approval. 

The Estimate Board had ho power to 
so alter the contract, the Justice finds. 
Commenting on the alternative of al-

If it were to. prevail, 
no bidder for city work could ever know 
where he stood. There must be some 
reasonable certainty in these. large mat- 
ters, and in the end the city would be the 
loser by. having the courts approve such 
methods as are here disclosed, where, after 
public bearings on the form of a contract, 
advertisemént of its terms, invitations to 
‘bid _theréon, and an award to the lowest 
bidder, an attempt was made coerce the 
contractor into accepting a materially dif- 
ferent contract. 

The Justice alsa sets forth in his 
decision that owing to the complica- 
tions and uncertainties incidental to the

Diplomacy has not yet concluded .its 
work, and. even if diplomatic , efforts 
fail, we have recourse to the treaty. : 
plan “which..must Be resorted to incase, 
of disputes with Great Britain, France, 
Italy, and Russia; and should: be ‘re- 
sorted, to before going to war with any 
other belligerent nation. 

If the treaty plan fails, we still have 
@.choice between éntering this war and 
the postponement of final settlement 
until peace is restored, In the mean- 
time, it will be ‘well to think of the” 
thousands, or possibly the hundreds of 
thousands, who would be sacrificed if 
we, énter this war. These brave’ men 
are certainly entitled to consideration 
as well‘as the few who, by deliberately 
4mcurring _ unnecessary risks, bring 
harm upon, themselves and danger to 
their country. 

Bvéery American who has thought 
about the matter at all-has had/in full 
view the costs and sacrifices of ‘war. 
As -a~ people’ we abhor war, for’ we 
know its frightful cost. That is why 
the American people give their sincere 
approval and support to the President 
in-his resolve to exhaust the resources 
of peace before permitting our differ- 
ences with Germany to bring us even 
to.the verge of war. But, unlike Mr. 
Brrawn, niost thinking Americans have 
taken grave account, not only of the 
-cost of war but of the loss accruing to 
the nation should we resolve that *no 
matter ‘what comes we will not fight. 
The costs of war can be made up: by 
patience and slow time. ‘When a na- 
tion loses its own: self-respect 4nd the 
respect of all other nations, the loss. is. 
irreparable. 

Yet Mr. Bryan is in ‘no position to 
ignore these aspects of the question.

‘Pupil’s’ Clothing Will Be Removed 
and the Physical. Survey 
. Will Be Complete. 





When the public schools open next 
month the Board of Education will be 
prepared to inaugurate a new measure 
for protecting the health of school chii- 
dren, that of’ a thorough ‘physical ex- 
amination of each child which enrolis 
in’ the public school system for the 
first time; ~This is in conformity. with 
a new provision. of the Sanitary, Code 
Which became effective last April, but 
was not. enforced then because the. be- 
ginning of a new term seemed’ a more 
propitious time to put into effect. an 
undertaking of such importance. 

Dr. Haven Emerson, Daputy Health 
Commissioner,;-explained yesterday that 
the hew regulations wére the beginning 
of a large movement for the improve- 
ment of health, and that the indirect 
effects of the éxdminations were count- 
ed onto be of. perhaps as much , benefit 
as the direct effects 

of Primarily the new. regulations,’’ he 
said, .‘‘ are an attempt to see that every 
child which comes into contact with the 
city through the school system is sure 
at least once in its life of a thorough 
and —— — medical examinalion, 
whi will. reveal for the child's. bene- 
fit a deféct which ought to receive 
attention. 

“That ig the direct purpose of the 
regulation. Its indirect effect, we. ho 
wilt do much- to awaken the atten on 
of parents to the necessity of constant- 
ly protecting their children’s health. it 
is, of course, the fact now that great 
numbers of fathers and mothers: never 
think -of their children's health: until 
they become -sick. ; 

To Keep Children Well. 

‘““We think we see the start of a 
movement toward preventive health 
méasures in these ‘regulations. They 
were ‘adopted after study with the Com- 
mittee on Child Hygiene of our Advis- 
ory Board, which includes mdny dis- 
tinguished educators, settlement work- 
ers, and other persons who are brought 
Seid he into contact with all phases of 
c 

“Iteis a well-thought-out plan. It 
starts on the basis that any doctor can 
do more for the general health of @ 
child if he’ gets that child well, ratner 
than in- the midst of sickness. Our 
present machinery takes care of. cases 
ef sickness. and disease that arise in 
ihe public schools... What we. want to 

do now is to separate in. treatment the 
sick frem the well, and keep the, iatter 
—— in — condition.

MONTCLAIR; N. J., Aug. 23.—The 
ruling of Assistant State Commissioner 
ef Education Enright. regarding vac- 
cination of school children has caused 
uneasiness among many ~ Montclair 
Parents who are opposed to the prac- 
tice. “Mr. Enright holds that a statute 
of New Jersey makes’ it obligatory up- 
on Hoards ef education to exchide from 
school any teacher or pupfl who has not 
been successfully .vaccinated.- 

Two years ago the Montclair Board. of 
Education held several public meetings 
regarding the vaccination of school -pu- 
pils; and’ the opposition to vVaécination 
Was. sO pronounced that’ the board 
adopted a rule to the effect that chil-. 
dren whane parents objected would not 
have to undergo the operation provided 
the ‘parents signed an agreement: ‘to 
have. their children vaccinated .when 
there was danger of smallpox. This 
rule has been carried out ever since. 

There is now only one member of that 
board in office, and the anti-vaccina- 
tionists fear that the nee resent board may, 
on account of Mr, nright’s decision, 
change the rule. and require’ all. chil- 
dren to be vaccinated.
